Hartford -New Haven—To New York,

Leaviug Bostou on the afiernoon of 8aturday,
the fifth of February, we proceeded by anothaor
ratiroad to Woreester, s pretty New Eungland
town, where we hud arranged to remain under
the bospitabie roof of the Goveruor of the State
uutil Monday morning.

Thean towns and clues of New England (many
of which would be villuges ln Old Bogland) are
us Ilavorable specimens of rorsl Awmeriea ns
their people are ol rural Americans. The well-
trimmed lawas sud the green meadows of home
are not there; and the gruss, compared with
our ornsmental plota nud pastures, 18 rauk and
rough and wild; but delicute slopes of laud,
gently swelling hills, wooded wulleys, and
slender streams, abound. BEvery ltle colony
of houses hns lte chareh and school-house
peeping from among the white roofs and shady
trecs;  every house I8 the whilest of the
white; evey Veoellau blind the greenest
of the green; cvery fine day's eky the bluest of
the blue, A sbarp dry wind snd a elight
frost had . s0o  hurdened the ronds when
we ulighted at Worcester, that thelr farrowed
tracks werefiike rldges of granite, There wus
the usual aspect of newuess onevery objuct, of
oourse. . All the bulldings lookedgas i{ they had
been built and painted that morning, and could
be taken down on Munday with very Yittle trou-
ble. In the ketn eveniug alt every sharp out-
line Jooked & hundred times sbarper than ever,
The clean card-board colonnades bud no more
perspective than a Chivese bridge ou a ton cup,
and uppeared equally well calculuted for use.
The razor-liko edges of the detached cotiages
seemed Lo cul tho very wind as It whistled agninst
them, and to send it smarting on its way with &
shrillercry than before. Those slightly bullt
wooden dwellings behind which the sun was
setling with a brilhiant Justre couid be xo looked
tirouFll and througn, that the iden of any
imhabitant being able to hide himsell from the
public gaze, or to bhave any seorets from the

ublie eye, was not entertainable for a moment.

ven where & blazing fire shone through the
uncurtained windows of some distant house, it
had the air of being newly lighted, and of laok-
ing warmih; aud, instead of awakening thoughts
of a enug chamber, bright with faces that tirsy
suw tke light round that same hearth, snd
ruddy with warm hangings, it came upon one
Iﬂtlll:esuvn of the smell of new mortar and dawp
Walls,

Bo 1 thought atleast that evening, Next morn.
Ing when the sun was shiniog brightly, and the
¢lear church-bells were ringiug, snd sedate
people in thelr best clothes enlivened the path-
way near athand, and dotted the distant thread of
roid, there was o plessant Subbath poaceluluoss
on everything, which It was good to feel. It
would bave been the better foran old church;
better still for some old graves: but as it was, n
wholesome repose and tranquillity pervaded the
soene, which, after the restless ocean and the
hurried city, had & doubly gratelul influence on
the spirits, )

We went on next worniog, still by rallroad, to
Bﬂrmuﬂeid. From that place to Hartford,
whither we were bound, Is & distance of ounly
five-and-twenty miles, but &t that time of the
year the roads were #0 bad that the journey
would probably have occupled ten or twelve
hours, Fortunately, however, the winter hay-
ing been unusnally mild, the Counceticut river
was “'open,” or, in other words, net frozen.
The captain of & small sleambont was golng to
make his first trip for the season that day (the
gecond Febroar, n'i]il. I belleve, within the
memory of man), aud only waited for us to go
on board, - Accordipgly we went on bosrd, with
as little delay as might be, Hewas as good as
his word, and started directly,

ﬂlJuscd the journey, The Connecilout river Is
& Oove stremm, and the banks in summer sime
are, Lhave no doubt, beantiful; at all events I
Was lold o by & young lady jo the cabln: and
she ehould by nfm g® ol beauty, if the possession
of & quality include the apprecistion of it, for a
more besutifol ereature 1 pover looked upon.

After two honrs snd 4 Lalt of chis odd travels
Ung (ipeludiog & woppuge at o small town,
where we wete siluted by a gun copsiderably
bigger thun our own CLimngy ), we reached
Hartford, and lll’ul};ll’.lﬂl}' repaired to an ox-
tremely comfortable hotel except, as yaual 1
the arficle of bedrooms, which, in Rlmost evary
&l.niue we visited, were very condueive to sgriy

ngE. .

The great diference In appearance belwesn

theee packets gud ours is that there s s0 much
of them oot of the water, the maindeck belng
enclosed on all sides, and flled with casks and
goods, like any second or thitd floor in & slack
of warehouees, and the promennde or hurrieane
deck beiug wtop of that again, A part of the
mnchlnery is alwaye above this deck, where the
connecting.rod, in a strong and lofty frawe, is
goen working away like an fron topsawyer.
There is seldom any mast or tackle; nothing
nloft but two tall black chimneys.

There Is nlwage n cletk’s office on the lower

It often ocea-
ples the whole length of the poat (as it did in this
case), and bas three or four tiers of berths in each
tide.
